Those who put on ecclealastical
robos are in a measure free to unlock
every door to the buman heart und
enter the secret chambers of reason
and every person should submit thelr
conduet to review und seek the coun
sel of those divinely appointed mes
sengers of life, but the moment the
minister closes the Bible and opens
the luw book, he becomes a menace o
soclety

The dificulty of keeping the preach.
er o the pulpit is as old ns religlon,
Christ encountered it in the temple
when be drove the priests from the
bargain counter back to the pulpit,
Our pllgrim fathers met it when,
through the Influence of the clergy, a
witeh court was established at Salem,
Mass, In 1682, that precipitated & legal
bholocaust threatening to reduce the
population 1o ashes and which was ex-
tinguished by the laymen uniting and
forclug the preschers back to the pul
pit,

The greatest peril to the church to-
duy is politics. The temptation of the
winistry to throw down the cross of
Christ and plck up the club of the
policeman; to substitute the penalties
of the law for the power of the altar
and to legislate religlon Into human
hearts, never was greater,

The world sever needed a religlous
minletry more nor political preachers
leas than it does today, We need win-
Isters to teach us how to live; we
kuow how to vote.

The religious preacher is the most
capable servant and the political
preacher the sorriest master the world
bas ever kuown. \Wherever power is
placed iu the hands of the latter they
invariably become Intolerant, bigoted
and viclous and resort to the whip and
the fuggot to entorce thelr opinion,
Clvilization has many times been
compelled to drive lncorrigible preach-
ers back to the pulpit at the point of
the bayonet. Many of the pages of
history are wet with blood shed at the
hands of political preachers who wrote
laws on the statute books that com-

mitted arson upon mankind, m&imadb
buman belngs with the hatchet and
sent helpless women to the torture |
rack, all because they disagreed with |
their views.
